The amendment sppropriat-
ing $5,000,000 in aid of the Exposition was
non-conourred in, the enemies of the propo-
sition having & majority of 12 There was
& great deal of interest, but not much ex-
oltement maoifested in the vote, which was
closer than the conservative friends of the
appropristion looked for, and which sur-
prised its antagonists by not being as large
as expected. The Sunday closing amend-
ment was conerred in by a decisive major- .
ity, snd the bill was sent to conference. The
fortification conference report was agreed to
and some routine business was transacted.

After some Republican filibustering at
ihe opening of the House session to prevent
an agreement on & resolution from the Rules
rmiuea providing for an investigation of

methods of Johu L Davenport, Federal
Bupervisor of Elections in New York City,
the resolution was agreed to by 187 to 0.
The House then went into committee of the
whole, Mr. Lester, of Georgia, in the chair,
on the Senate amendments to the sundry
eivil appropristion bill.

Holman Couldn't Postpone n Vole,

It had beer agreed that the vote on the
World's Fair amendwent should be taken
st noon, and a8 the bands of the clock
showed tha* but four minutes remained for
debate Mr. Holman, of Indiana, asked that
the time for discussion should be extended
ancther hour. Bul to this Mr. Wataon, of
Georgia, objected, and after Mr Holman
bad consumed the four minutes in advocat-

ing a non ¢ in the Senate amend-
ments the Chairmaa stated that the hour
for & vote had arrived

The Chairman then ruled that no amend-
ments could be offered after 12 o’cloek, and
the various amendments were taken up in
order, and the first one—a verbal amend-
ment—was concurred 1n.

Mr. Hopkins, of Illineis, moved that the
committes concur in the Senate smendment
increasing from $316,000 to £500,000 the sp-

ropriation for the Government exhibiL
{.on—&'; to 120, The amendment was non-
conourred 1n,

The question then recurred on Mr. Dur-
borow’s motion to concur in the Seante
£5,000,000 amendment, and it was lost—91
to 116. The amendment was therefore non-
concurred in.

shown by the vote in Committee of the
Whole #0 a majority of 12 against the ap-
proprition. Thia change in the vote, they
thought, argued well for an ultimate entire
reversal of the action of the House. They
are hopeful that this result will be reached
through the instrumentality of a conference
report and are working hard to have that
end attained.

Seventy-Five Thousand Dollars Wipes Oata
Debt That Has Beon Placed at Two Mill-
lons—Indemnity Forked Over for the
Mardered Sallora,

WasaiNGTON, July 10.—Seeretary of
State Fostar announced to-day that an en-
tirely cordial and mutusally satisfactory set-
tlement had been reached between the Gov-
ernment of the United States and Chile re-
apeoting the indemnity to be paid by the
latter on sccount of the asesult upon the
crew of the Baltimore at Valparaiso, Octo-
ber 16, of last vear The last published dis-
patch upon the subject was sent by Mr
Blaine, January 50 last, in which it was
stated that the President believed that the
subject 4T reparation for the affair was capa-
ble of adjustment by the usual diplomatic
methods, and that the sense of justice of
Chile would doubtless enable the two gov-
ernments to honorably make a full end of
the whole matier.

The subject rested in this eondition until
the entrance into the Chilean eabinet of
the present Minister of Foreign Affairs,
Senor Errazuriz, last month, when he com-
municated to Mr. Fgan the disposition of
the Chilean government to come to an ad-
justment of the Baltimore Indemnity. On
July 1, Mr, Egan waa informed by Beore-
tary Foster that the President was much
gratified at the indieation received of the
disposition of the Chilean Government, and
that he did not doubt that it would he
ready to make aliberal indemnity to the
I’lmi{ias of the deceased and to the wounded
survivors, and Mr. Egan was instructed to
ascertain the views of the Minister of
Foreign Affairs oo the subject.

Under date of the 13th instant, Senor
FErrazuriz addressed Mr. Egan a note, plae-
ing at the disposal of the Iatter the sum of
$75,000 in gold, asking him to cavse it to be
distributed among the families of the two
sesmen who lost their lives and to the sur-
viving members of the crew wounded in the
affair of October 16.

On the 1Tth instant, Mr. Ezan replied,
cordially accepting the offer of the Chilean
government as afrank, friendly and entirely
satisfactory settlement of the deplorable
occurrence at Valparaiso,
